Wheat ‘And Cattle Trade Of West 


The future of Western Canada—and that means the future of all Canada— 
depends upon what the future holds for the success of farming. The suc- 
cess of farming depends upon remedying conditions which today operate to 
leave no margin of profit between costs of production and prices obtainable in 
world markets. The truth of these statements must be recognized by any- 
body who gives the subject even a superficial study. : 

It may be open to question whether, for some years to come until world 
conditions become more settled, any materially higher price for our large 
exportable surplus of grain and cattle will be obtainable., But the desired 
result(s, namely, a larger return for the producer, can unquestionably be secur- 
ed through a reduction in costs of production and marketing. 

Following the defeat of the Reciprocity Agreement with the United States 
which provided for the free entry of Canadian wheat and cattle into that 
country, the United States enacted a new and higher tariff which amounts 
almost to a practical prohibition of export to the south. During the war, 
however, Europe took everything Canada could produce and at high prices. 
But the war also enormously increased anything the farmer had to buy and 
to unheard of levels, thus raisinig all costs of pro- 


boosted freight rates 
duction and marketing. 

While prices of grain and cattle have declined to pre-war levels, costs ot 
labor and articles entering into‘the work of agricultural production, and costs 
of marketing, have not declined in anything like the same ratio, and with 
his produets practically excluded from the United States, the Western farm- 
er and livestock producer finds himself dependent upon the war-impoverished, 
tax-burdened, curreney-depreciated countries of Europe. It is little wonder 
that the industry of farming is in the doldrums. 

Efforts have been made to improve the situation. For many years the 
British Government maintained an embargo on Canadian cattle, but so Jong 
as our gattle could be sent to the United States this did not so much matter, 
alhough it was a drawback and constituted a loss. Persistent efforts re- 
sulted in the British embargo being removed. What happened? The rate 
on cattle from Montreal to Liverpool which was $15 a head was jumped io 
$25 a head, thus robbing the Western livestock producer of much of the bene- 
fit he stood to gain through entry into the British market. 

Under the stress of war conditions railway freight rates had been mn- 
creased, and as one step to that end the Crow's Nest Pass agreement was 
suspended. In 1922 that suspension was ended and the lower rates on grain 
from the prairies to the head of the lakes again came into effect. But at 
once lake freight rates were advanced to such an extent as to largely offset 
the reduction in rail rates, thus leaving the farmer in a position of “as you 
were.” 

These are but two examples of ‘conditions which are operating to retard 
Western progress and development. The fact that farming and livestock 
production are not profitable enterprises in Western Canada at the present 
time is not the fault of the country or of the producers. That the country 
itself is all. right is demonstrated by a 450,000,000-bushel wheat crop last year, 
and by the fact that livestock is today a drug on the market. The farmers 
and breeders have done their part, and the country can, and does, produce. 
It is man-made laws, systems and corporations that are at fault. They can, 
and must, be remedied, the obstacles removed, freedom in trade established, 
the shackles struck off and the barnacles removed from transport and com- 
merce, 

The Dominion Parliament can right these abuses. It is now in session. 
Canada owns and operates more than one-half the railway mileage in the 
Dominion. Canada owns nd operates an ocean merchant marine of scores of 
vessels. Furthermore, as Sir Clifford Sifton pointed out in his recent address 
at Winnipeg, the harbors of the world are filled with ships that have nothing 
to do and that can be rented, hired, chartered, without the slightest trouble. 

The prevailing hold-up of the Western producer can be stopped at once 
ii Parliament will but make up its mind to do it. Parliament can also, with- 
ofit doing injury to any other class or industry, lessen the cost of the imple- 
ments essential to Western production. These simple economic reforms 
would quickly revolutionize the Western situation, and with returning pros- 
perity here the wheels of industry throughout Eastern Canada would also be- 
gin to revolve and give employment iis in past years. 

The resulting activity and prosperily, encouraging all-round development 


of natural resources, would be the best of all possible immigration policies. 
The present policies have been tried long enough and have failed.

Bacon Type Described 


Hog that is so Much in Demand 
“The bacon hog should be long dnd 
smooth, with a nicely arched back and 
a straight, trim and. neat underline. 
Length without smoothness and finish 
does not make a desirable hog, neith- 
er docs smoothness and finish, with- 
out length. ‘The jowl and shoulder 
should be light and simooth, showing 
no flabbiness in the former and «no 
‘eoarsencss or openness in the Iatter. 
| Heavy jJowls generally go with thick, 
fat or coarse hogs. Heavy shoulders 
throw the side out of balance. The 
side should bo fairly flat, carrying 
even with the shoulder and ham, of 
medium depth dropping straight from 
the back. No round-ribbed hogs can 
get in the select class. The rump 
should round aff even with the arch 
of the back and should show no sur- 
plus fat at the tail head. The ham 
should be fairly full yet tapered nice- 
ly down to the hock. The bone 
| should be clean and strong, and the 
body should show no tendency to 
wrinkle. ‘The belly should be trim 
and neat, and the whole body show 
that muscular tendency which denotes 
lean meat rather than fat.’---Ontario 
Government Pamphlet.

Will Soon Revolutionize 
Farming Methods In West 


Crow’s Nest Pass Rates » 


Question Will Again Come Before 
Parliament this Sesslon 

Another Crow’s Nest Pass rates 
question will come before Parliament 
this session. In 1922 the House, at 
the end of an exhaustive inquiry and 
much agitation, political and other- 
wise, restored tho rates of the Crow’s 
Nest Pass agreement with the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway in so far as they 
applied to grain and grain products, 
but continued them in other respects 
for two years. The Canadian Na- 
tional lines, while not a party to the 
agreement, were incldentally affected. 
Unless Parliament legislates in the 
matter by furtlier extending the juris- 
diction of the railway commission the 
Crow's Nest Pass rates on other com- 
modities besides grain and grain pro- 
ducts, will automatically be reverted 
to on July 6 next. That is the date 
when the commission’s present au- 
thority, notwithstanding any agrec- 
ments, will run out. 

The new list to be affected is prin- 
cipally livestock, fruit and hardware 
going west. 

Whilo grain is the big item in tho 
agreement, it is calculated that a re 
vision to the Crow’s Nest rate on 
the other commoditics would mean a 
reduction of revenuo of at least $2,- 
000,000 yearly to each. of the compan- 
jes. Both of the railways wish tho 
commission’s authority extended while 
the. interests that advocated tho old 
rate on grain want it applied to the 
remaining articles of the list. erhe 
matter is not’ without its political 
anglo and considerable speculation 
obtains over the outcomo. If nothing 
jg done the rates will come in force 
automatically.

In the month of Novembcr, 1923, 
the town of Maple Creek, Saskatche- 
wan, for years the centre of great cat- 
tle and horso ranching activities and 
latterly of a prosperous wheat-grow- 
ing area, staged the first provincial 
corn show to bo held in Western Can- 
ada. This was the first public evi 
dence to be given to the world at 
large that the corn belt has shifted 
north, and that, in the words of the 
Federal Minister of Agriculture, who 
was present, ‘un new era of agriculture 
had dawned for the prairie provinces.” 
The fact that such a show in the area 
was held to be justified, and to draw 
as interested spectators a host of gov- 
ernment, railway and = other public 
authorities, is sufficient indication ot 
the culture of corn Raving reached a 
definite and important place in the 
agricultural life of Western Canada. 

Corn has been grown in Western 
Canada on a small scale ever sinc: 
the “squawcorn” yarlety, developed 
farther south, was found by the Cree 
Sloux, Assiniboia and Blackfoot In- 
dians, well adapted to the briefer 
summer and earller frosts of the nor 
thern plains, but it was not until 19:5 
that tho corn crcp began to be cor 
sidered even as a possibility in Sa 
katchewan, or its sister provinces. 1": 
1919 it was estimated that six thou. 
and acres in- Saskatchewan had bers 
planted to corn, practically all this fui 
feed, as it was not then thought po 
sible to ripen the Flint and Dent vir 
ieties.

There is no doubt but that corn has 
como to stay in Western Canada.

popularity in each year, as is attest- 
ed by tho astonishing rate at which 
{ts acreago is {ncreasIng. To some 
extent it 1s revolutionizing Western 
Canadian farming methods. A silo 
has now become the familar adjunct 
of most Western Canadian farms and 
the effect is being felt in the cattle 
and dairying industries. 

Pertinently, corn production has 
once more proven tho great versaltil- 
{ty of Canadian soll and climate and 
tho wide latitude of- production pos- 
sible. One cannot but agree that the 
first provincial corn show of this area 
marks a new step in its agriculture. 


Cost of Living Increases 

The cost of living shows a slight 
seasonal rise. Returns to the De- 
partment of Labor indicate that the 
cost, per week, of a list of 29 staple 
foods for a family of five in some 60 
cities averaged $10.78 at the begin- 
ning of January as against $10.73 for 
December, 1923. Before the war in 
January, 1914, it was. $7.73. Includ- 
ing--fuel and rent, the family budget 
averaged $21.23 for January, 1924, 
against $21.21 for December, 1923.

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WHEAT POOL IS 
DISCUSSED FROM 
TWO VIEWPOINTS 


Saskatoon—The rival advantages of 
marketing through a proposed co- 
operative pool were presented to an 
overflow meeting here by Dr. Robert 
Magill and Aaron Sapiro. Both 
speakers were accorded a cordial wel- 
come by the huge gathering. 

“Great Britain blew into smoke and 
fire in the war the accumulated sav- 
ings “of four hundred years,” said Dr. 
Magill. “She has two millions un- 
employed. Her factories are closed 
because Europe is too torn and dis- 
trained to buy her goods. A large 
percentage of her merchant marine is 
rotting in her harbors. Pictyre a 


people that have lost nearly a million | 


of her best men, who have devoted the 
savings of centuries to the cause of 
freedom, whose’ {Industries «are dis- 
located which cannot collect a dollar 
of what she has loaned to other 
countries, yet is determined to repay, 
if-she can, every dollar borruwed from 
the United States.” 

In closing his speech, Dr. Magill 
admitted the serious condition of the 
wheat grofer on the western prairies, 
and said that there were different 
solutions offered. One was that-the 
farmer should look for other sources 
of revenue. Another was that by a 
different form of marketing, and eli- 
minating all the agencies that lie be- 
tween the farmer and the middleman, 
it might be possible to increase prices. 

“No speeches for or against the pool 
will decide the issue,” said Dr. Magill. 
‘It must be decided by a test. Ifa

TAMPERING WITH

Fort William, Ont,—Letters having 
important bearing on alleged filing of 
scale beams in country elevators of 
Saskatchewan and Alberta were sub- 
mitted by Chief Counsel Woods at a 
session of the Royal Grain Inquiry 
Commission.

Showing how good a farmer 
he was all through this period, he only 
had one bad year, and his crops were 
extraordinarily good, running from 18 
to 50 bushels per acre for wheat, 50 to 
90 for oats, and 30 to 70 for barley.

Comet That Gok Lost 


Has Been Playing Hide and Seek With 
Astronomers for Some Years 

The wanderings of a comet, known 
us D’Arrest’s, has been causing as- 
tronomers much trouble for several 
years. Jt should have put in an ap- 
gearance thirteen years ago, but no 
one saw it. When it remained hid- 
den last September, at which time it 
was again expected to return, it was 
feared that something untoward had 
happened to it. Some astronomers 
concluded that it must have disinteg- 
rated and been converted into a mass 
of meteoric matler which was destin- 
ed before long to give us a brilliant 
shower of shooting-stars. 

On December 1, however, Mr. Reid, 
ebserving at the Cape, found a comet 
which at first was as puzzling as the 
whereabouts of D’Arrest’s, For some 
time the true identity of thls body 
remained in doubt; then a suspicion 
arose that it was none other than the 
“Tost” D’Arrest’s. 

The computation of its orbit has 
now definitely established its, iden- 
tify with D’Arrest’s comet. 

It cannot be sald that a collision 
with the earth is imminent, as the 
present distance of the comet from 
us\{s about 142 million miles. The 
superstitious may see all kinds of 
polilical portents In the appearance 
of «a comet just now.

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The Nationality, Of 
the Married Woman 


on 


Time For a Revision of Law Bearing 
On this. Question af 

A curious anachronism in the Can- 

adian laws governing the nationality 


‘of married women was recently dis- 


cussed at a convention of the Soclal 
Service Council of Canada. Accord- 
ing to the present system a Canadian 
woman. who marries an alien, herself 
becomes an alien and remains one 
even after her husband’s death. A 
young woman may be an active mem- 
ber of the League of Women Voters, 
a United Farm Women’s Organization, 
a Local Council of Women, or the 
{Imperial Order of the Daughters of 
the Empire, may, devote a large pro- 
portion of her time to the study of 
tanadian publle affairs, may contrib- 
uie to the salution of national prob- 
lems in a number of ways, may uso 
the franchise With intelligence 
discretion, and may be conscious of 
a deep attachment for Canadian tradi- 
tions, Canadian customs and Canadian 
environment. But if she should 
marry aman who is an American citi- 
zen, w French citizen, or a Norweglan 
citizen, she is forthwith deprived of 
her British nationality. Moreover, it 
is impossible for her to resume Brit- 
ish nationality during the lifetime of 
her husband, except in the extreme 
ease of the outbreak of war between 
His Majesty and the state of which 
her husband is a subject. In such 
event it is provided that if the wife 
declares her desire to resume British 
nationality she may be granted a cer- 
tideatesof naturalization provided the 
Secrelary of State of Canada approves. 
But ordinarily it is impossible for her 
to regain her Dritish natlonallty dur- 
ing her husband’s lifetime, no matter 
how earnestly she may desire it: The 
unsatisfactory character of this law 
is all the more apparent when the 
family continues to reside in Canada, 
the husband refusing to become natur- 
alized, and the wife prevented by an 
outdated Jaw from exercising the 
rights of citizenship which were for- 
merly hers. 

The present law is patently unjust. 
As international communication grows 
easicr and as travel increases there 
will naturally occur an increasing 
number of international marriages. It 
is-thevefore important that the matter 
of revising the law touching nation- 
ality of married women be given care- 
ful attention in Canada in the very 
near future. Marriage with an alicu 
is not an offence against the state and 
should not continue to be penalized 
as at present. To deprive a woman 
of her British nationality under these 
circumstances is to class her delib- 
erately with “infants, idiots and.im- 
beciles,” to whom are applied the 
same disabilities. ' 

It has been argued ‘that it would be 
absurd to allow a husband and wife 
to retain distinct nationality—that the 
difficulties arising from such an ano- 
malous condition would be so great! 
that it would be imposslble to adopt 
any other policy than the one which 
is now in vogue. But it must be real- 
ized that British women have not al- 
ways been deprived of their eitizen- 
ship upon marriage with an allen. 
Until the year 1870 a British national 
remained a British national unless he 
or she voluntarily abandoned that 
nationality. The system had prevail- 
ed for centuries in Great Britain, and 
prevailed also for many years in some 
of the British colonics, as well as in 
the United States. What was pos- 
sible before 1870 in this regard is pos- 
sible now also. 

Canada made an attempt in 1919 to 
remedy the siluation, but failed to 
achieve success. In that year a Dill 
was passed which, among other 
things, provided that ordinarily upon 
marriage with an alien, a woman was 
to assume his nationality, but that she 
was not to be bound inevitably to re- 
tain it. She was to be permitted to 
take out naturalization papers on her 
own account,as if she were unniarried. 
This act was later repealed because it 
conflicted with the Imperial act. 

The British Parliament has recently 
been considering 4 revision of its law 
in this regard, however, and the timo 
is now apparently ripe for concerted 
action on the part of Great Britain and 
the overseas dominions, 

A suggestion has been made that 
this question be placed upon tho 
agenda of the next Imperial Confer- 
ence. © It is a@ matter upon which the 
various parts of the Empire should 
take action simultaneously, and this 
can be done Jf there {s sufficient ex- 
pression of public opinion in Canada 
and other dominions to warrant the 
alteration of the present inadequate 
laws.

The prairfe provinces of Canada, |’ 
namely, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, ave the largest producers of 
wheat per acre on the North Amert- 
can continent, according to a tablo 
compiled’ by the Farm and Ranch Re- 
view Quarterly showing the compara- 
tive yields between the prairle proy- 
inces and the principal wheat produc- 
ing states of the United States. “Tho 
average. for twenty. years shows Al- 
berta leads with 18.4 bushels per acre, 
Saskatchewan next with 16.9 bushels 
and Manitoba 16.7 bushels, followed 
by Kansas with 18.5, Minnesota 13.1, 
South Dakota 11.4, and North Dakota 
10.9 bushels. The Farm and Ranch 
Review Quarterly states: —“The aver- 
age and actual results of farming over 
a long periods of years, is, of course, 
the only infallible method of estimat- 
ing the productive capacity and result- 
ant prosperity under normal conditions 
of an agricultural country. In addi- 
tion, quality of product must be con- 
sidered, and the hard wheat of West- 
ern Canada is a superior product to 
that of the prosperous farming States 
of the Union and grown on cheaper 
land and under lower taxation.

Retired Canadian Pacific Steamship 
Engineer Had: Adventurous Career 
In Coastal Service 


Befors Vancou- 
ver existed and 
when Victoria 
was but a village.

David Stephen 
with his face set 
towards the gold 
flelds of the Cart. 
boo country sail- 
ed up the Pacific 
Ocean from ‘the 
Isthmus of Pant 
ama. Dundee, Mr, David Siaiied 
Scotland, had claimed — him , as 
her son and to Dundes he would re- 
turn in a few years laden with the 
wealth of the North West. 

That was in 1862. ‘Today David 
‘Stephen still lives in. British Columbia 
and Dundee is but a memory of his 
childhood and his youth. 

Young David never saw the Cariboo. 
As far north as Lytton lic journeyed 
with his two adventurous associates 
and two of them established  them- 

selves there while the other went inte 
the Gold Country. Two years later 
the gold-digger caine out “broke” and 
the three Scots returned to Victoria. 

So David Stephen took to the sea 
and stayed with it until a few years 
ago when he became a pensioner of 
the Canadjan Pacific Railway. In 
the capacity of cnginecr he served ou 
many of the old-time = side-wheel 
steamers which piled Pucifle coast 
waters from Alaska to San Francisco. 
In 1866 he was second enginecr on 
the §.S. Labouchere, when she was 
wrecked off San Francisco. The year 
previous to this she had been granted 
a subsidy by the Crown Colony to 
-earry mails at $1,500 a trip belween 
Victoria and San Francisco and was 
one of the Heer old sleamers on the 
coast, being 202 feet long, with oscil- 
lating engines and a tonnage’ of 680 
net, 

Afler this David Stephen signed on 
one of the many trading ships run- 
ning —between Victoria and Alasica. 
The new berth held its dangers as 
many a steamer had get out from 
Victoria in those days on a trading 
mission never to return to ils home 
harbor. 

The Indiaus at this time were very 
hostile and resented the white man's 
invasion. On one trip north Mr. 
Stephen had what he terms ‘a. racy 
experience” wilh Indians of the Sitka 
tribe. The affair took place at Hoo- 
nah after the Indians in all. the glory 
of their war paint had swarmed round 
the ship in war canoes and jammed 
her side wheels with huge fimbers. 
It took the twelve nine-pound guns— 
which the ship earried to convince 
the Indjans that the white men meant 
business, but Captain Houatlt and his 
men avoided —Hoonah for two full 
years. At the end of that time they 
ventured in again to be recefved with 
open arms by thelr former enemies 
and showered with valuablo gtfts in- 
cluding the pelts of martin, beaver 
and otter. ue 

In 1901 the Canadian Pacific Tail- 
way took over the Canndian Naviga- 
tion Company operating along the 
Pacific coast, and out of the nucleus 
of a handful of -side-wheelers has 
frown thé fine fleet of twealy ships 
that ply the coastal waters today 

varrying the Canadian Pacific house 
flag from Skagway, Alaska, to Seattle, 
Wash. The employees of the old 
navigation company automatically 
became employees of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway and were credited 
with thelr record of service in the 
former company when they becamo 
cligible from a point of ago for the 
pension system inaugurated by tho 
latter. David Stephen wags one of 
these. 

The old Princess Louise, a fine side- 
wheeler in those days, was brought 
out from New York as the S.S. Olym- 
pia, and David Stephen was sent 
across to come with her on her maid- 
en voyage to the B.C. coast sailing by 
way of the Straits of Magellan. Later 
he served on the §.S. Yosemite and 
the S.S. R. P. Rithet. 

He now lives in Victoria and is one 
of the best known “old-timers” in 
British Columbia’s Capital City.

Different Kinds of Strata Encountered 
In Oil Boring Operations In 
_ Western Canada 

The Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terior. at Ottawa, says:— 

Drilling for oil, gas and water in 
Western Canada is an expensive pro- 
cess, especially in the case of deep 
wells. . A knowledge of what results 
to expect is, therefore, of great im- 
portance. In order that information 
of the strata through which the wells 
are drilled may be available to others, 
the Borings Division of the Mines De- 
partment endeavors to secure and 
maintain records of the various strata 
encountered in drilling. It- is well 
known to geologists that certain con- 
ditions are to be looked for in the oc- 
currenceof oil and gas, and the pres- 
ence or absence of these conditions is 
indicated in the logs of wells already 
drilled In the area, if such develop- 
ment has already taken place. The 
annual report of the Borings Division 
for 1922-3 gives the number of records 
of wells received as 288; the number 
of wells from which samples were re- 
ceived as 81; and the number of sam- 
ples received as 7,975. 

One of the most interesting of the 
records of the past year was a full 
set of samples from the deepest well 
in Canada, bored by the Imperial Oil 
Company, that of Twin Butte, No. 2, 
on Section 20, Township 3, Range 29, 
West

reports are classified and records 
made which are available to those de- 
siring a knowledge of the material 
likely to be encountered in well drill- 
ing. This information also enables 
an estimate of cost of drilling and rate 
of progress to be made within reason- 
able limits.

C.P.R, Improvement Programme 


Railway Making Preparations For 
Anticipated Growth of Traffic 

“In confident anticipation of a large 
volume of immigration in this and 
succeeding years, with a consequent 
increase in production and growth of 
traffic, the Canadian Pacific Railway 
will this year procetd with its usual 
programme of improvements.” D. C. 
Coleman, vice-president in charge, 
western lines of the railway, has an- 
nounced. 

“To provide service for the new 
terminal elevator business now being 
erected at the head of Lake Superior, 
additional yard tracks will -be con- 
structed in Fort William and. Port 
Arthur. . 

“To permit the phenomenal grain 
movement of 1923 to be equalled, and 
if possible surpassed in  stcceeding 
years, considerable additions will be 
made to the terminal tracks at Ig- 
nace, Kenora, Outlook and Wynyard. 

Extensions will also be made to the 
existing trackage at Vermilion, Mur: 
illo, Fort Garry, Austin, Virden, Min- 
nedosa, Johnston, Bredenbury, Antler, 
Tuxford, Cluny, Kirkpatrick, Kneehill, 
Milk River, Spring Coulee, New Day- 
ton, Calgary, Coleman, Banff, Temple, 
Duthil], Misku, Ottertail, Misko, Sal- 
mon Arm, Notch Hill, Grindro, Okan- 
agan Landing, Beavermouth and Van- 
couver. ‘Tn addition, one new siding 
will be constructed on the Varcoe sub- 
division, three on the Broadview sub- 
division, one on the Indian Head sub- 
divion, and one on the Kimberley 
subdivision. 

“New station buildings will be 
erected at Lac du Bonnet, Balmoral, 
Gainsborough, Instow, Spalding, Gov- 
an, Kirkcaldy, Chin, New Dayton, 
Sylvan Lake and Bonnington. 

“To provide for the comfort of em- 
ployees, a comomdious, modern Y.M.- 
C.A. building will be erected at Ig- 
nace. Improved sleeping quarters 
will also be provided for enginemen 
at Moose Jaw, Assiniboia, Frank, Bow 
Island, Coutts and Aldersyde. To 
accommodate maintenance - of - way 
forces, 25 houses will be erected—for 
occupation by section foremen and 
pumpmen. 

“Six'new stockyards will be erected 
and a number of existing yards will 
be improved and extended. 

“The usual programme of bridge 
building and replacement, ballasting, 
lie renewals, and rail renewals will 
be undertaken. Provision has been 
made for relaying the main track 
from Ignace to Fort William witlY 
hundred-pound steel. Later in tho 
season it is expected that the same 
work . can be undertaken between 
Winnipeg and Kenora.” 

With reference to additional branch 
line construction, announcement of 
this has been deferred until later in 
the season,

THE REVIVAL UNDER SAMUEL 


Golden Text—Direct your hearts 
unto Jéhovah and serve him only. 
I. Samuel 7.3. 

Lesson.—I. Samuel, Chapters 1 to 7. 

Devotional Reading.—Psalm 51.1-10. 


The Text Explained and Iilumined 

I. The Preparation For Victory, 
verses 2-6. -All. the house of Israel 
lamented after Jehovah. ‘What the 


nation had to be taught was a sense }. 


of their own sin as well as wickedness. 
A yearning after Jehovah as the chief 
good had to be awakened in the na- 
tion’s heart. And this these twenty 
years of bitter but helpful discipline 
had accomplished” (Salmond). See 
The Historical Background. Samuel 
exhorted the people to prove their 
penitence by worshipping Jehovah 
only (see Mt. 6.24), and by destroying 
the images and altars and graves of 
the gods worshipped by the other 
peoples of Canaan, When the people 
had given signal proof of their sincer- 
ity by abolishing their idols, Samuel 
summoned them 


to a great national 
gathering in Mizpah for a season of 
fasting, prayer and confession. “Tor 
everything there is a season, and a 
time for every purpose under heav- 
en, but neither days nor hours, nor | 
seasons, did ever come amiss to faith- 
ful prayer” (Jeremy Taylor). 
they drew water and poured it out 
before Jehovah, as was the custom on 
the great Day of Atonement. 
Targum explains that the pouring out 
of water was symbolical of the pour- 
ing out of their hearts in penitence 
before the Lord: Compare Lam. 2.19. 
It had the further meaning that their 
vows just made would never be brok- 
en, for they were “like water spilt 
upon the ground which cannot be 
gathered up again.” As the people 
fasted they made public confession of 
their sin, crying, “We have sinned 
against Jehovah.” And Samuel judg- 
ed the children of Israel in Mizpah; he 
heard the cause of the oppressed and 
secured their rights. 

Il. The Victory, verses 7-11. This 
assembly. of the people must have 
been for a somewhat lengthy period, 
for meanwhile the Phillistines had 
time to arm themselves and advance 
to the attack. They evidently thought 
that the assembling of the Israelites. 
was for the purpose of war, and they 
no doubt expected an easy victory by 
making a swift attack. The Israel- 
ites were thrown into a panic on hear- 
ing of their enemy’s approach, and 
they besought Samuel to keep his 
promise and intercede with Jehovah to 
save them. Before this, in the bat- 
tle with the Philistines, the Israel- 
ites had relied upon the ark to save 
them, but now they put their trust 
in God. Samuel hastily offered a 
whole burnt offering (which symbol- 
ized the self-dedication of the people) 
and.cried unto Jehovah. The flesh of 
the sacrifice was not consumed before 
the Philistines reached the scene. The 
power of Samuel's prayers was known 

| 


throughout Israel: 


Samuel (was among them that call 
upon his name, 
He called upon Jehovah, and he an- 
swered him (Ps. 99.6). 
Jehovah answered with 
thunderstorm which quickly routed 
the enemy. Men of the plain, as 
the Philistines were, the crashing re- 
verberations of the thunder among 
the hills and the blinding flashes of 
the lightning held double terrors for 
them. The scene of their _former 
victory became the scene of their 
complete defeat. All that the Israel- 
ites had to do was to pursue them as 
far as Beth-car.
